INTRODUCTION 


The comparative study of educational developments which 
appears at the beginning of the XXIVth volume of the International 
Yearbook of Education is far more thorough than that of previous 
years. This analysis of the educational trends which have influenced 
the progress of education in the 86 countries considered contains 
precise details of the breadth and variation of these trends in 1961- 
1962. 

Nevertheless, in accordance with tradition, we have thought 
it useful to mention here some of the main characteristics of educa- 
tional progress as they appear in the annual reports sent in by the 
Ministries of Public Education : 

* 


(1) The adaptation of education to ever increasing needs 
requires the reorganization of the administrative machinery, although 
the tendency to set up advisory bodies is stronger this year than 
the tendency to establish new administrative departments. 


(2) The trend towards educational planning is rising sharply 
and affects one-third of the countries examined in this study. 


. (8) In spite of the fact that expenditure on education has 
increased in amost all the countries, the average rate of increase 
recorded in 1961-1962 is slightly lower than that for the previous 
year (14.6% instead of 15.9%). It is none the less true that, during 
the last few years, the percentage increase in appropriations for 
education has remained around the 15% mark. 


(4) Of the 65 countries which provided comparable data on 
the number of primary school pupils, only 6 have recorded a decrease. 
The average rate of increase is 8.12%, which is a slight rise as compared 
with last year. 


(5) The average rate of increase in the number of secondary 
school pupils, on the other hand, shows a fairly marked fall: 10.57% 
in 1961-1962 against 1395 in 1960-1961. 


(6) As the number of countries supplying comparable data 
on the quantitative development of vocational and higher education 
is relatively small, one must use great prudence in interpreting 
this information. As in secondary education, the rates of increase 
have not reached the same level as last year. For vocational educa- 
tion the rate of increase was 11.54% (14.96% in 1960-1961) and 
for higher education 10.69% against 12.25% last year.

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PRELIMINARY CONSIDERATIONS 


It may be useful to mention here, at the beginning of this study 
in dynamic comparative education, the main objections—there are 
many more—which can be put forward as to the way in which this study 
has been conducted. 

One of the questions the reader will not fail to ask, and which we 
are constantly asking ourselves, is this: how far is it possible to establish 
a kind of balance sheet, and to evaluate the achievements of the year 
in certain fields of education? In other words, can one claim to make 
a sketch, to outline the silhouette, of evolutionary trends in some sectors 
of the educational panorama? Is it advisable to launch into so delicate 
an operation when the only available material is the collection of annual 
reports on educational developments sent by the Ministries of Education 
for the International Conference on Public Education? The very fact 
that we persist in undertaking what some might call a wager shows that 
we are convinced the attempt is possible. This conviction is, however, 
hedged in by all kinds of reservations : reservations, first of all, as regards 
the purely relative significance of the results obtained; reservations, 
too, as to the deficiencies of the technique used in this kind of research. 
We shall return to this point later. 

IL may be as well to state first of all the aim pursued in this com- 
parative study. Our primary concern was to discover if the number 
of facts and events of an educational nature in any given category is 
greater or smaller this year than last. For that, we have sought to find 
out how many countries have reported these facts or events and have 
compared this figure with that of last year. This comparison is aimed 
at enabling us to determine whether the trends studied (we have called 
trends the various elements which compose the evolution of education) 
show a tendency to rise, to fall or to remain stable. For example, it will 
be seen that the trend towards planning shows a very marked tendency 
to rise. By counting the number of countries affected by any given trend 
it is possible to estimate the breadth or intensity of this trend. There 
is, for example, no relation between the trend towards the revision of 
primary school curricula, which may be seen in more than half the countries 
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considered, and that towards the extension of secondary education, 
which affects only one-ninth of the countries covered by our soundings. 
However, one has only to imagine the number of “ categories of educa- — 
tional events " of all kinds to which this technique of evaluation could 
be applied to realize that an appraisal covering only forty or so elements 
is purely relative in significance. 1 

In view of the necessarily incomplete nature of this study of educa- 
tional evolution, care must be taken to avoid all hasty generalizations 
and the drawing of conclusions which by their breadth exceed the range 
of deductions one may consider legitimate. 

The reservations which can be made concerning the technique used 
in this research are no less serious than those set out above. We are taking 
the liberty of repeating here what has already been said on this point 
in previous Yearbooks. Р 

The tendency to rise, to fall or to remain stable which appears in 
Some trends is relatively easy to appreciate when the changes recorded 
may be expressed in figures. This is the case for the trend concerning 
the increase in sums allocated to education, for example, or for the quanti- 
tative development of the school population at the various levels of 
education. - 

Even here, however, it may be objected that we give the same theor- 
etical value to political units whose importance—economic, demographic 
or other—is extremely varied. Until a scale of co-efficients has been 
evolved, the only reply one can give to this observation is that for the 
time being we are concerned with comparison between what may be — 
ermed “ individual efforts’? made by independent political units. | m 

In the second place, it might be objected that we do not take into 
Account differences of degree in events placed in the same category: 
For example, in comparisons regarding the revision of syllabuses, a country’ 
which has revised only one syllabus is placed on the same plane as one 
which has revised the content of all school subjects. The same considera- . 
tion also holds for such items as increases in teachers’ salaries, where | 
the rise may be very slight or quite considerable, concern all categories 
of teacher or only some of them. п. : 

. A further objection is that the data compared do not relate to а 
the existing political units, and that furthermore we cannot be certain. 
that the information for each country is complete and includes all the — 
categories of events which have taken place during the year. These 
Shortcomings are obvious. We are therefore finally reduced to employing » 
а System of soundings, with all the limitations and disadvantages which 
this technique presents.

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study aims at becoming exhaustive and when trends can be analyzed 
in all their complexity. 

If, in spite of all the reservations we have made, we continue in 
this endeavour, it is because we believe that it has not only theoretical 
interest but also practical value, particularly for the authorities concerned 
and for educational planners. 

A descriptive comparative study of educational developments can 
help us make diagnoses. Moreover, in education as in other fields, the 
relative position held by each country can be appreciated only by resorting 
to comparison. 

It is only by drawing a parallel between the rate of increase of the 
school population in any one country and that of other countries that 
we can evaluate the relative importance of the quantitative development 
of its education. 

It might even be claimed that by knowing the intensity of the trend 
towards educational reform we can judge to what extent we are keeping 
up with it or are, on the contrary, remaining on the fringe of the movement. 
Nor can one ignore the fact that studies of this kind can also be useful 
in making forecasts and provisions for the future. 

Finally, we should like to point out that the comparative tables printed 
in small type in each chapter of this comparative study may be used as 
an index. In the national reports more detailed information may be 
found on the events given briefly in these tables. 


ADMINISTRATION 


ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES 


(1) General impression. The changes made as regards administrative 
measures are more numerous than last year. This is true in particular 
of the reorganization of administrative departments, educational planning 
(the curve for which rises far above the others), the creation of advisory 
bodies, the transfer of administrative responsibility, the trend towards 
centralization or decentralization and that towards unification or diversifi- 
cation of education. The only exceptions are the tendency to establish 
new administrative departments (which has considerably decreased) 
and steps taken in respect of private education. 


(2) Reorganization of administrative departments. Some countries 
mention in their reports the fact that the education services have been 
=- reorganized without always giving details of the changes made. In this 

. case the reorganization may be of greater or less importance and concern 
one or more sectors of central, regional or local administration. Generally, 
however, it is the structure of the central departments which has been 
modified. The trend towards administrative reorganization has been 
particularly active this year, since it affects 17 countries (i.e. 20% of the 
countries studied) instead of 11 (13%) last year. These countries are 
as follows: Albania, Austria (new law on educational administration), 
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Belgium (reorganization of central administration), Cameroun (administra- 
tive reform entailed by the reunification of the two Camerounian states), 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, France, Italy, Korea, Morocco and Somalia | 
(changes in the administrative structure of the Ministry in Lhese last 
seven countries), Guinea, Mali, Mauritius, United Arab Republic (distri- 
bution of the education services between two ministries), Tunisia and | 
Ukraine. The European and African countries have been the most con- 
cerned by these reforms. 


(3) Trend relating to educational planning. ‘This trend is developing 
with such speed that it deserves to be watched with the greatest attention. 
In the reports for 1959-1960 published in the 1960 Yearbook, there were 
only a few sporadic allusions to educational planning. -Fourteen countries 
(16%) reported on their activities in this field in their reports for 1960-1961, 
while in 1961-1962 the figure has risen to 24 countries (28%). Whereas 
a number of these countries refer to the establishment or development 
of bodies responsible for planning, others give information on the prepara- 
lion of the plans. The first group comprises Afghanistan, Cambodia, 
Congo (Brazzaville), Cuba, Dominican Republic, Haiti, India, Iraq» 
Korea, Laos, Mauritania, Peru, Sudan, Tunisia, Uruguay and Vietnam, 
and the second group includes Cameroun, Chad, Greece, Liberia, d ow 
Saudi Arabia, Somalia and Turkey. As may be seen from this list, с 
is in the continents of Africa, Asia and America that educational planning 
is achieving the greatest expansion. 


(4) Establishment of new administrative departments. ‘The rising 
Cuyo relating to the extension of administrative bodies shows a very 
marked sag this year, as it concerns 20 countries (23%) against 31 (36 %) 
in 1960-1961 and 19 (24%) in 1959-1960. Details on the nature of podio

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- (6) Transfer of administrative responsibility. The number of 
countries which have transferred educational services or activities from 
one authority to another continues to increase: 11 countries (12%) this 
year, as compared with 8 (9%) in 1960-1961 and 4 (5%) in 1959-1960. 
Details of these transfers may be found in the reports of the following 
countries : Argentina, Belgium, Canada (Quebec), India, Lebanon, Mauri- 
tius, Pakistan, Philippines, Syria, Tunisia and Vietnam. It is in Asiatic 
countries that these changes were most frequent. 


(7) Trend towards centralization or decentralization. If the' countries 
where these two opposing trends have appeared, either in one direction 
or the other, are considered all together, it may be seen that their number 
continues to increase: 15 (17%) in 1961-1962 against 10 (11%) in 1960- 
1961 and 5 (7%) in 1959-1960. As was the case last year, the trend towards 
decentralization is far greater than the opposite tendency and affects 
13 countries: Brazil, Canada (Ontario), Ceylon, China, France, India, 
Iraq, New Zealand, Pakistan, Philippines, Poland, Sudan and the USSR, 
while the centralizing trend can be seen only in the following: Cameroun 
(creation of a federal Ministry of Education as a result of the unification 
of the two Camerouns) and Canada (fusion of small school districts into 
larger units). As noted for the trend towards the transfer of administrative 
responsibilities, the trend towards decentralization appears mainly in 
Asia. 

(8) Trend towards unification or diversification. This trend is 
among the least important from the numerical standpoint, although 
it is far more active than last year (6 countries instead of 2). It is, however, 
a rather mteresting one in that, in contrast with the position as regards 
centralization or decentralization, it is the tendency to unify which pre- 
dominates, possibly for reasons of efficiency or economy. Five countries 
have undertaken unification (Cameroun, Dahomey, Iran, Somalia and 
South Africa), whereas only one (Cuba) has taken action in the opposite 
direction. 


(9) Educalion as a privale service. In contrast to the situation 
for most of the other categories of events compared in this chapter, the 
number of countries where steps have been taken in respect of private 
education (11 countries or 12%) has fallen below the figure recorded 
last year (14 countries or 16%) and two years ago (10 countries or 13 °С)» 
In five of these countries—Cambodia, Cameroun, Congo (Brazzaville), 
Denmark and Germany, the steps taken encourage the development of 
private education. In Guinea, on the other hand, this type of education 
has been abolished. In Argentina, Canada (Quebec), Lebanon, Syria 
and Vietnam, measures have been taken in connection with the regulations 
for this type of education. This trend appears in all the continents, though 
it is a little stronger in Asia.

There have been 
fewer measures taken this year regarding inspectors’ professional training 
or the further training of inspectors in service than in the two previous 
years: six countries (7%) in 1961-1962 instead of 10 (11%) in 1960-1961 
and 8 (10%) in 1959-1960.

FINANCING EDUCATION 


Trend in the financing of education. Seventy-four countries have 
provided comparable data enabling us to form a picture of the financial 
effort made in 1961-1962 as compared with that of the previous year. 
With two exceptions (in one country the budget has not varied and in 
another it has decreased by 0.12%), all the countries have allocated 
larger sums to education this year than last. However, in calculating 
the average rate of increase we have left out of account the data provided 
by three countries in which the increase was quite exceptional (more 
than 60%) and so risked distorting our calculations. According to the 
soundings carried out on the 69 remaining countries, the average rate 
of increase was 14.61%, which is a decrease compared with that for last 
year. The following are the rates of increase given in the last few 
Yearbooks :

perra is the difficulty of making а clear-cut distinction between these 
Wo terms.

Only a high standard of teaching which 
stimulates active work by pupils in the lesson can ensure sound knowledge 
and put an end to doubling classes. The Ministry of Education and its 
local bodies have therefore always considered the task of compulsory 
education a pedagogical problem and has encouraged the dissemination 
and introduction in schools of advanced pedagogical experience. 

The achievement of compulsory education for children aged 7 to 
15-16 was also ensured by the action of collective and State farms, enter- 
prises and organizations, which supplied pupils more than 2-3 Kms.

Of the twelve assisted 
training colleges under the management of the director of education, 
six were vested in the crown and two taken over by the Department 
of Education. During 1961, 5,052 teachers were under training representing 
an increase of 142 over the previous year. All these trainees were on 
full pay study leave. Of these, the number of specialist teachers im English, 
Science, mathematics, handicrafts, commerce and agriculture was 112 
more than in 1960. 
Considerable progress has been made in the training of English 
teachers. In addition to the greater number of specialist teachers trained 
at the two specialist training colleges for teaching English at the post- 
primary level, courses in English methodology were introduced at the 
23 non-specialist training colleges, to cover teaching in the first three 
years of English at the primary level.

With this object, the Minister 
of Education has been empowered, by the law on the shortage of teachers 
of 1st March, 1962, to postpone the proposed reduction in the size 0 
classes, to issue directives on the maximum number of school hours 
and to determine a maximum number of teachers at every school. Precise 
instructions on these points take effect from the beginning of the school 
year 1962-1963.

Further Training political and social tes E ши 
stabilization of the farmers’ cooperative movement. The connection 
between schools and factories has had a favourable influence on the 
development of the teachers’ political and pedagogical attitude. The 
formation of ideological unity among the teaching staff has been remarkably 
accelerated since the introduction of the school reform. The discussions 
concerning the curriculum drafts have roused their interest in a more 
thorough study of socialist pedagogy. Teachers have studied Marxism-

AUXILIARY SERVICES 


Handicapped Children The school year 1961-1962 has been a year of 
preparation for the reform of education for handicapped children. The 
basic principles can be grouped around three main ideas : (1) handicapped 
children should be prepared for useful, productive work, so as to enable 
them after finishing school to live a normal life doing work suited to their 
abilities ; (2) educational work should apply the most effective corrective 
and compensatory methods; (3) the training of teachers for remedial 
instruction should be reorganized. 
Child Welfare In the school year 1961-1962 the coordination 
of child welfare activities by the State and social organs was greatly 
helped by county, district and municipal work meetings. The work of 
youth organizations in the children’s homes was discussed at a nation- 
wide conference. Simultaneously with the development of a differentiated 
network of boarding houses, the organs of child welfare in schools have 
been formed.

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It has been decided to establish two regional offices under the 
administrative control of the central Hindi directorate, one at Madras 
and the other at Calcutta, for better coordination and supervision of 
work connected with the propagation and development of Hindi in the 
eastern and southern non-Hindi speaking areas. 

А proposal mentioned in last year's report for the establishment 
of a national institute of education has been implemented during the 
current year. This institute has taken within its fold the central institute 
of education, the central bureau of textbook research, the central bureau 
of educational and vocational guidance, the national institute of basic 
education, the national fundamental education centre and the national 
institute of audio-visual education, which were until recently subordinate 
offices of the Union Ministry of Education. This national institute has 
been placed under the management of an autonomous body known as 
the national council of educational research and training. 


Advisory Bodies During the year, three advisory bodies, namely, 
the all-India council of sports, the central board of physical education 
and recreation, and the national council for women's education were 
reconstituted. Besides, a new advisory body, the national board of basic 


education, was established. 


Inspection ' Inspection is primarily the concern of the state 
governments. During the year, the inspection branches of the state 
directorates of education continued to be strengthened. In some states, 
the area in charge of the lowest inspecting officer has been made coter- 
minous with the community development block, in order to integrate 
educational activities with other programmes of social development. 
Suitable courses of training in community development are also being 
organized for inspecting officers. In the changed concept, inspectors are 
being increasingly associated with enrolment drives for compulsory 
primary education. 

Budget In 1961-1962 the total educational budget for the 
entire country amounted to 2,697.9 million rupees as against 2,548.1 million 
in 1960-1961, i.e. an increase of 5.9%. Out of this, the Union govern- 
ment's educational budget for 1961-1962 amounted to 254.1 million 
Tupees as against 661.2 million in 1960-1961, ie. a decrease of 61.6%. 
The total states’ budget for education during 1961-1962 amounted to 
2,443.8 million as against 1,886.9 million during 1960-1961, i.e. an increase

Another scheme is planned for providing assistance to outstanding 
teachers after their superannuation so that they may continue research 
and other activities. This scheme is to be operated by the university 
grants commission. y 

A national foundation for teachers’ welfare, to help meet the needs 
of all teachers and their families in indigent circumstances, was set up 
in 1961-1962 with contributions from the central and state governments 


and the general public.

age groups 11-14 years and 14-17 years. These will now be tried out 


in selected schools in Delhi. 

The report of the committee appointed by the Union Ministry of 
Health on school health services (including the provision of school meals) 
was received during the year and is under consideration. 

Large-scale school meal programmes were in operation in the states 
of Madras, Kerala and Punjab, covering about 3.3 million children in all. 
Considerable contributions were received from the community in these 
States to supplement state resources. Gifts of food supplies and milk 
powder were also received from CARE and Unicef. Proposals for the 
development of the school meals programme in other states are under 
Consideration.

Training д Primary teacher training schools are the main 
source of pre-primary and primary school teachers. About 3,400 additional 
primary school teachers are needed annually from now until 1966 in 
order to achieve universal compulsory education, 
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In order to meet the demand for teachers, during the last four years, 
emergency training courses of one year's duration were organized for 
Secondary school graduates. During the 1961-1962 school year no emer- 
gency courses were needed. There were 28 teacher training schools with 
a total of 7,227 students and 364 teachers. 

A new project, aiming at improving the efficiency of the primary ' 
School teacher and enlarging training facilities, is being planned. The 
duration of education at primary teacher training schools is to be two 
years after secondary education instead of three years after intermediate 
education as at present. 

It is expected that 2,450 students will graduate this year from primary 
teacher training schools. Most secondary school teachers are graduates 
of colleges and institutes of higher education especially the colleges of 
education, arts, science, agriculture and theology, and the Al-Tahreer 


College for women. 


AUXILIARY SERVICES 


School Meals The number of pupils who received free school 
meals increased from 442,000 in 1960-1961 to 510,250 in 1961-1962 and 
the number of pupils who were boarded free of charge increased from 
16,207 in 1960-1961 to 21,307 during 1961-1962.

ADMINISTRATION 


Inspection Primary school inspection was reorganized in 
1961. More attention is now paid to inspection of the school as a whole 
rather than of special subjects. More responsibility, too, is delegated to 
headmasters, thus freeing inspectors from routine visits and enabling 
them to conduct thorough inspections of selected schools and to devote 
more time to improvement of methods, and organizing courses and 
conferences for headmasters and teachers in their district. 

In secondary schools also, a start has been made with full inspection 
of selected schools by a team of inspectors, paying attention particularly 
to the general problems of school organization, curriculum, guidance 
and students’ activities. New forms have been drawn up for inspectors’ 
reports, 

A special course was conducted at the Hebrew University attended 
by 25 inspectors. A similar course was conducted at the Haifa Technion.

A recent development has been the 
establishment of two-year secondary schools, especially in immigrant 
centres, In 1961-1962 there were 70 such schools with 4,200 pupils.

To enable immigrant children of outstanding ability to receive 
Secondary education of good standard, boarding sections for academic 
Schools were opened in Jerusalem, with 87 boys and girls in the current 
year. For technical education, two classes were opened, one in Netania 
and one in Haifa, with 67 boys. In Haifa special classes for Arab students 
have been opened in a municipal secondary school. 


Selection and. Guidance The survey test administered in the top classes 
of primary schools for the selection of pupils for secondary schools was 
radically revised in the current year and on the new system of assessment 
more weight is given to teachers’ marks. Children of immigrants are 
admitted to secondary schools on a lower rating, and those who are not 
admitted to academic schools can still qualify for admission to vocational 
and agricultural schools, particularly of the two-year type. | 

It has been decided, however, to try to replace a single selection 
by continued guidance. А system of pupils’ cumulative cards was initiated.

Moral education was enforced 
Im each school in October, 1958, and part of the revised curriculum was 
implemented during 1959-1960 and 1960-1961. Such transitional measures 
facilitated the complete implementation of the new curriculum. 


Secondary Education Standards for the lower secondary school 
curriculum were also revised in October, 1958. After a transitional period, 
in 1960-1961 and 1961-1962, the new education programme is to be 
implemented in the 1962-1963 school year. 


Examinations Since 1956, the Ministry of Education has 
annually administered nation-wide achievement tests to a statistical 
Sample of the public elementary, lower secondary and upper secondary 
School pupils, But in October, 1961, the test for the lower secondary 


School was administered to all 2nd and 3rd-year pupils. | 
The subjects tested were Japanese language, social studies, mathe- 


matics, science and English. The purpose of the test is to provide docu- 
Mentation which will be used by the Ministry, by boards of education 
and by the secondary schools to determine educational policies and 
Programmes for improving instruction. 


Texthooks Lower secondary school textbooks based on the 
new curriculum were authorized in 1960-1961. An exhibition of the new

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School Excursions According to the Ministry of Education survey 
on school excursions during the 1959-1960 school year, 77% of all elemen- 
tary schools, 88% of all lower secondary schools and 89% of all upper 
secondary schools conducted school excursions and the total number of 
Pupils participating was 4,700,000. Most of the elementary schools 
Scheduled one- or two-day trips, lower secondary schools three- or four- 
day trips and upper secondary schools five- or six-day trips. The national 
government subsidizes a part of the expenses of school excursions for 
children from needy families. Trains and buses are used as transport, 
while special trains are operated over the national railway lines. 


International Exchange The number of foreign students studying in 
higher educational institutions in Japan was 4,604 in the school year 
1961-1962. Among them, 100 students were studying under Japanese 
government scholarships, mainly from Asian countries. On the other 
hand, 634 Japanese students attended universities and colleges in foreign 
countries under scholarships awarded by foreign governments and founda- 
tions, and 311 attended foreign universities and colleges at their own 
expense. Besides these students, the Ministry of Education sent 247 
Japanese research scholars to foreign countries under the overseas research 
Scholarship system of the Ministry. Moreover, 46 principals of elementary 
and secondary schools and 15 woman educators were sent abroad by 


the Ministry for the purpose of observation.

STRUCTURE AND ORGANIZATION 


Structural Reform Law No. 62-74/AN-RM of 17th September, 1962, 
reorganizes the Mali education system, which from now on is to comprise : 

(a) nine years of fundamental education covering two stages of four 
and five years each, which replace the primary and lower secondary 
stages. Studies are terminated by the fundamental education diploma ; 

(b) secondary general education reduced to the three years of the 
former upper secondary stage, preparing pupils for the Mali baccalaureate, 
which corresponds to the French examination. It trains the country’s 
medium-level staff and prepares pupils for admission to higher studies ; 

(c) elementary and secondary technical and vocational education 
which trains qualified workmen, prepares the advancement of the peasantry 
and turns out economic staff. Training is provided by the various 
apprenticeship centres, technical lycées, and specialized schools and 
institutes. All these institutions are provided for in the plan for economic 
development ; 

(d) higher education, which aims at providing general and technical 
training for higher-level staff, promoting scientific research, and encour- 
aging and spreading culture. The university faculties and the specialized 
higher schools (the first of which, the higher teacher training college, was 
inaugurated on 1st November, 1962) provide higher education. The 
length of the course at the higher training college is two years, which 
may be extended to three. 

The reform reduces the length of fundamental education by one year. 
Higher education came into being with the higher training college, which 
provides intensive instruction aimed at training in two years staff for 
general secondary education, who will be increasingly needed throughout 
the country. 

Technical and vocational education comprises several stages corres- 
ponding to different levels of technical proficiency and ranging from 
seasonal schools to higher schools of engineering.

The school for domestic science teachers (Ségou) will provide a 
three-year course, based on the primary certificate, of specialized training 
for teachers of domestic science in fundamental schools. This school 
has a great part to play in the evolution of the family in Mali. 


Further Training The systematic organization of further training 
is becoming more vital than ever for the country's education. The increase 
in population, and the influx of pupils into the schools which followed 
the awakening of a new spirit among the people on accession to independ- 
ence, have lead to the intensive recruitment of staff and the use of acceler- 
ated professional training methods the inadequacy of which is evident 
to everybody. In order to maintain the quality of education, it is essential 
to complete and continue the teachers' training unceasingly. 

The traditional methods of further training (by inspection, lectures on 
education, professional examinations, etc.) are used to the greatest possible 
extent, but they are no longer enough. The interpretation of the inspector's 
гдје in the direction of increased technical assistance to young teachers 
is now common practice. 

The giving of a weekly model lesson by one teacher in each school, 
subsequently criticized by his colleagues, rendered great services during 
the war years when inspection was almost inexistent. This tradition 
is to be resumed. 

The national institute of education, at present under examination, 
will undertake the publication of a bulletin which will cover both general 
education and professional training and provide teachers with the material 
indispensable for improving their work and bringing it up to date. 


Conditions of Service The government has introduced the upgrading 
of the teaching profession by the grant of a special allowance amounting 
to 10,000, 6,000 or 4,000 francs a month according to the area concerned, 
as from 1st October, 1962.

Accommodation is so scarce that a large number of 
schools had to work on a double shift system under very difficult condi- 
tions. The situation is gradually coming back to normal and the 
supervisory work in the classrooms is being pursued by the inspectors 
helped by tutors from the teachers’ training college. 

The 102 grant-aided and private secondary schools, several of which 
provide either a 5- or 7-year course of study for pupils intending to sit 
either for the Cambridge school certificate examination or for the Cambridge 
higher school certificate examination were inspected by education officers 
from the Ministry. The panel of inspectors for this category of schools 
was reinforced at the beginning of 1962 by two specialist teachers who 
were seconded for duty at the Ministry. 

Finance Expenditure incurred by the government in 
respect of education during the financial year 1960-1961 amounted to 
23,230,000 rupees against 22,820,000 last year ; of the total, 3 million rupees 
constituted capital expenditure (—7.12%) and 20,230,000 recurrent 
expenditure (+3.27 94). 

School Building The main object of the government has been to 
increase facilities as rapidly as possible with a view to proclaiming primary 
education compulsory. Under the five-year development programme for 
primary schools financed by colonial development and welfare grants 
and by the government, 22 new schools were opened during the year 
1959-1960 and several classrooms added to existing schools. 

Progress in the provision of new schools and in the extension of 
existing schools was seriously retarded by the disastrous effects of the 
cyclones which hit Mauritius in 1960 and 1962. Special arrangements 
had to be made to repair the buildings and to provide temporary accom- 
modation. To help the education authorities repair and rebuild their 
primary schools, the government agreed to pay two-thirds of the cost 
and to grant interest-free loans to meet the remaining expenditure. 

'The shortage of classrooms at the primary level at the beginning

_ There were about 500 Mauritian students following courses at 
universities and other institutions of higher education and vocational 
training overseas in 1961. 

The government awards annually six scholarships to the four boys 
and two girls who top the list of candidates at the Cambridge higher 
school certificate examination. The scholarships entitle the winners to 
a four- or six-year university course of studies in the United Kingdom 
or other approved country. Further scholarships awarded by the govern- 
ment of India and other Commonwealth countries and private organiza- 
tions are available annually for higher studies overseas. 


Vocational Training The Ministry of Education cooperates with the 
government railways, the telecommunications department and the labour 
and social security department in the training of mechanics apprentices, 
telecommunication employees and motor mechanic apprentices. 

The mechanical engineering apprentices attend once a week the 
classes in English, science and mathematics held at the technical institute ; 
the telecommunication employees attend for mathematics and telecom- 
munications practice. 

The French government sent an expert from the technical and cultural 
affairs service (Coopération technique internationale) to Mauritius towards 
the end of 1961 in order to organize a course of training for the building 
trade (especially carpenters and masons). This six-month course started 
in January, 1962. It provides 40 hours' instruction per week (30 hours' 
practical work, 5 hours' technology and 5 hours technical drawing). 


CURRICULA, SYLLABUSES AND METHODS 


Primary Education After the 1960 and 1962 cyclones, all schools 
Which had to adopt the shift system had to follow a modified curriculum 
in which more time was given to the basic subjects (English, French, 
arithmetic and geography) at the expense of other subjects (in particular, 
handicraft, gardening and singing). 

In addition to the common curriculum, pupils in government and 
aided schools who wish to study Hindi, Urdu, Tamil and Telegu can be 
taught the language of their choice by specialist teachers. 

The school radio broadcasts which had been interrupted as a result 
of the damage caused by the cyclones have been resumed recently. 

The Ministry is at the moment considering a revision of the present 
primary school syllabuses which have been in use for over six years. 


The Ministry of Education does not prescribe 
condary grammar schools. As much freedom 
as possible is given to the heads of these schools in devising and establishing 
Syllabuses for their classes. However, in order to guide the less well 
Staffed private schools the Ministry has undertaken the preparation of 
detailed syllabuses in various subjects for the lower classes of these schools. 
In the upper forms, the course of studies is determined by the syllabus for 
the Cambridge school certificate and higher school certificate examinations.

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A scheme exists to enable university graduates teaching іп government 
schools to convert their overseas leave to one-year study leave in the 
United Kingdom and so to take the post-graduate certificate in education 
at the government’s expense. 

Furthermore, arrangements are usually made to enable teachers on 
Overseas leave in the United Kingdom to follow either vacation courses 
organized by the Ministry of Education in England or a programme of 
visits to educational institutions. 

The scholarships plan and teacher training scheme which emerged 
from the Commonwealth education conference held at Oxford in 1959 
created interest; 16 scholarships were awarded to Mauritius in 1961 
and 9 non-graduate primary and secondary school teachers were awarded 
Commonwealth teacher training bursaries. In addition, the British 
Council awarded two scholarships to secondary school teachers for courses 
in the teaching of English as a second language. 


Conditions of Service The conditions of service of teachers in govern- 
ment and aided primary schools have improved. Teachers at the primary 
level were formerly divided into three categories each with its appropriate 
salary scale. Promotion from one category to the next took place as 
vacancies occurred. The three salary scales have now been merged into 
a single scale with a qualification bar. All qualified and efficient primary 
school teachers will thereby be able to move to the top of the scale without 
intervening periods of stagnation. 

The salary scales of teachers working in grant-aided secondary 
schools have also been revised and improved. 


AUXILIARY SERVICES 


School Health The school health service falls under two head- 
ings: medical and dental. The medical staff comprises a senior school 
medical officer and two school medical officers ; in addition, eleven medical 
Officers give part-time attention to schools. The nursing staff consists 
of six nurses assisted by health workers, the number of whom was raised 
from three to six last year. Six dentists, assisted by clinical and clerical 
assistants, give part-time attention to schools. 

Entrants into all government and aided primary schools and govern- 
ment secondary schools are medically examined. Free medical treatment 
15 provided for primary school pupils. All new staff, teachers as well 
as school employees, are medically examined and X-rayed. | 

The school nurses and health workers carry out cleanliness and 
health surveys (including distance vision testing) in the primary schools. 
The tuberculosis officer and his staff have continued the B.C.G. campaign 
in the schools. Help was given by the school nursing staff in the vaccina- 


tion campaign against poliomyelitis during the months of May, June 


and July, 1961. 
Youth Organizations The youth service now extends all over the 
island and there are approximately 35,000 members. Each of the six 
district federations has its own elected committee of representatives 
from the local clubs with a youth officer as an adviser.

Administrative Measures A further year’s enforcement of the admini- 
strative reorganization has proved its usefulness. The methods are quick 
and efficient. No offices or services have been abolished, but a great 
improvement has been achieved in their operation. Administrative 
departments have begun to use mechanical equipment and persons are 
being trained to manage machinery and to fulfill the new functions required. 
. Since the very beginning of the education reform, it has been kept 
in mind that the national educational system as a whole as well as its 
different component parts must answer to the needs of the economic 
and social development of Mexico.

Training The training of teachers should enable them to 
Create a favourable school environment and, with the aid of science and 
techniques, to educate the younger generation in accordance with the 
economic, social and cultural progress of Mexico. This tendency is 
explained in general terms in the curriculum for elementary teacher 
training schools, which reflects the spirit of the training school reform. 


Further Training Work for the improvement of teachers in service 
can be evaluated by means of the following data for enrolments at the 
federal institute for the improvement of teachers: students registered 
in 1957, 10,376; in 1962, 27,386. Number of graduates from 1945 to 1958, 
15,620; from 1958 to 1962, 1,938, making a total of 17,558. N 

The results justify the ever-increasing budget for this institution, 
founded in 1945 on the initiative of Dr. Jaime Torres Bodet, Minister 
of Public Education (1,215,705 pesos in 1945 and 32,334,446 pesos in 1962). 

Among the activities of the institute it is interesting to note: (a) the 
Publication of a monthly bulletin in 30,000 copies distributed throughout 
the country; (b) the distribution of 1,324,000 textbooks and 90,147 
workbooks to 27,132 pupils; (c) the broadcasting of prepared lessons 
(magnetic tapes and gramophone records widely diffused by the radio 
stations of all the federated states and the two North American stations).

The second year was also a success, since 
almost 226,500 new pupils attended school. The number of enrolments 
in January, 1962, reached a total of 1,126,500 (+25.1%). 

School Building The five-year plan risked failing in October, 
1961, owing to the shortage of school premises, as only 400 new classrooms 
were available at the beginning of the school year. 

The Ministry of National Education then placed the matter before 
the king, who immediately decided to launch “ operation schools ". This 
produced a dual effect: (a) rural districts made an effort to complete 
for October, 1961, a large portion of the premises they had already started 
to build and which had remained unfinished until a subsidy could be 
provided; the number of premises available rose, between May and 
October, from 130 to 421; (b) “ operation schools " enabled 1,022 class- 
rooms and 644 teachers' houses to be provided in a very short time in 
the various provinces and prefectures of the national territory. Thanks 
to this operation, therefore, the total number of school premises built 
—including the numerous steps taken by rural communes—was 1,240 


instead of the 1,000 initially planned, so that the final figure was about 
2,000 newly available premises. 


Teaching Staff The number of student teachers leaving the 
training schools, which was 45 in 1955, reached the figure of 1,100 in 1961.

For example: (1) A study on literacy 
In the vernacular by grade IV pupils in the public schools. The findings 
of the study revealed that of 6,038 pupils tested, 3,217 (53.28%) were 
literate, 2,323 (38.47%) were semi-literate, and 498 (8.25%) were illiterate. 
(2) А study on transfer of training. A test administered to grade I experi- 
Mental classes at the beginning of the school year 1961-1962 revealed 
that the children hardly knew how to read and write in the vernacular. 
The results of the same test in the vernacular administered at the end 
of the school year to the same experimental classes taught in Filipino 
Showed an achievement of more than 70%, indicating that there is a 
transfer of training from Filipino to the vernacular. (3) A comparative 
Study of children’s ability to write letters in Filipino and in English. 
This study of 29,421 grade V and VI children tested showed that 54.2%, 
Wrote satisfactory letters in Filipino and 47.4% in English. The difference 


9f 6.8% between the two percentages is by no means negligible.

AUXILIARY SERVICES 
Adult Education A series of regional work conferences was 
started in the early part of this year to seek ways and means of solving 
pressing problems that affect the promotion of adult and community 
education on the school level. The first work conference was held e 
Ilagan (Isabela) for about 60 district supervisors and secondary schoo 
principals, apart from the municipal treasurers of the province of Isabela. 
The second was held in Zamboanga City for 68 public school officials, 
besides private school teachers. In both conferences, presidents of parent- 
teacher associations and barrio lieutenants were present as observers. 
These regional work conferences will continue up to 1962-1963. 

As usual, much emphasis was laid on the eradication of adult illiteracy-

Education Reform On Ist July, 1961, the Seym of the Polish 
People’s Republic adopted a resolution providing for a reform of the 
general educational system.

Its purpose is to teach pupils the laws of nature 
and social life, the history and culture of the nation and of humanity, 
and to give them a scientific world outlook and the necessary qualifications 
for professional work.

Despite 
the steady increase in the number of teachers there are still certain diffi- 
culties in meeting the demand for teaching personnel. 


Training The problem of training teachers became 
particularly important in the school year 1961-1962, owing to the prepara- 
tions for the school reform and the development of all parts of the school 
System. 

, The five-year secondary pedagogical school is the basic form of 
training for primary school teachers, together with the two-year teachers' 
Courses for those leaving general secondary and vocational schools. Five 
new teachers’ courses were set up in 1961-1962, so that the number of 
Students attending them increased by 1,610. The increase was chiefly 
In mathematics, physics, manual training, drawing and singing divisions, 
and in courses for vocational school teachers (agriculture, sewing and 
economy). In 1962-1963 new specialized departments (mechanics and 
electrotechnics) will be established.
